I Besides thl*-, when he begins a jot* of • 
I tasting, he must take special pains to get 
himself in shape for it. I was atxnit six 
weeks getting myself ready for exam 
tiling some cargoes in the warehouses 
* here for the government

; gau I did not taste intoxicants in any 
| form and did not even smoky 
At the 
same time I wa* caret® I not to eat strong 
peppers or spices, or, in fact, anything
